Active Preparations for the Sending of a 
L*'|.r Body of Troops to San .Tuan 
Than Went to Santingo. 

Washington.—The War Department 
expects to utilizuepproxiiuatcly thirty- 
five transports in the expedition for the 
invasion of Porto Kioo. This statement 
was made officially at the department. 
It seems to indicate that the Porto 
Kioan army will equal, if not exceed, 
j in number that which left for Santiago. 
The estimate is made that the thirty- 
five vessels will carry between 15,000 
and ‘JO,000 men, with their equipments 
and subsistence. 

Army officials say that rejHirts which 
■ have been received from reliable sources 
‘ show that the number of Spanish sol- 
i diers in that country is only 10,000 
men, although other stater.uits indi¬ 
cate that tflere is considerably less 
than that number. It is fair to as¬ 
sume, they say, that when the United 
States Amry commences active opera¬ 
tions against the city of San Juan every 
available man in that place w ill be im¬ 
pressed into military service and given 
a gun. Hence they feel that tlie army 
of invasion should be of such propor¬ 
tions as to leave no doubt of its ability 
and capacity to cope successfully with 
the enemy. It is stated positively that 
the embarkation point for the troops 
for Porto Rico has not been finally de¬ 
termined yet, and until Secretary Alger 
and the President have bad an oppor¬ 
tunity to confer with General Miles, it 
will not be fixed. 

For the purposes of the Porto Rican 
expedition, Secretary Meiklejohn said 
that the department had now available 
eleven transport#, some of w hich are 
already at Southern ports, and these 
will carry about <>000 men, with their 
equipments. Negotiations for the 
chartering of other steamers are in 
progress, seventy-five vessels having 


Uncle Sun Bneeke a Money-Making 

Record for the Bojri. 

San Francisco.—The United States 
Mint at this place is breaking all sorts 
of records as it is widening up another 
fiscal year, and one of its recent feats 
is a result of the war. Uncle Sam's 
paymasters, through whom- hands mil¬ 
lions of dollars will reach the boys in 
blue, want a large amount of small 
change. The revival of business lias 
caused snob a constant demand for 
subsidiary silver for months that the 
United States Treasury has been kept 
pretty well drained of it, though the 
mints have been keeping a large stream 
of new pieces going out. 

When the paymasters came along 
with their huge demands it was neces¬ 
sary to make money right away on the 
big scale that attends the hustling for 
other supplies. So a little over two 
weeks ago Superintendent F. A. Leach 
here got orders from the Director of the 
Mint to coin at once ♦376,0)0 worth 
of the smaller silver coins. The job 
w as begun June 1 and is now completed. 
The value is not so great, hut nothing 
like it was ever done at the Mint with 
small silver before. The pieces struck 
numbered 1,160,000 and were halves, 
quarters and dimes. The needs of pay¬ 
masters have also changed the gold 
coinage. Since June 1 the 11,655,500 
of gold coined lias been mainly |5 and 
♦ 10 pieces instead of double eagles, as 
! is the rule. 

The year just closing will he the 
greatest one in the history of the 
Mints. The coinage to Juno 30 will be 
over ♦47,000,000 in gold besides sev¬ 
eral millions in silver. The greatest 
preceding record was that of 1877-78, 
w hen the coinage was over ♦58,000,- 
000, of which ^40,000,000 was in gold. 
This record is now exceeded w ith half 
the working force then employed and 
witli hut eleven months of operation 
during the year. This immense gold 
coinage is due to a general increase of 
supply from all sources, principally to' 
tin' importations of gold at this port, ■ 
mainly of foreign coin. Since August 
last ♦'_ > 5,000,000, mostly in British 1 
sovereigns from Australia, have gone! 
into Uncle Sam’s melting pots here. J

ACTIVE SERVICE DEFINED. 

A Decision of Great Importance to Army 
Officers. 

Washington.— Secretary Alger has 
rendered a decision of great importance 
to army officers, in which he holds 
that men serv ing within the limits of 
the United States at a time when there 
is no foreign army within said limits 
are not operating against an enemy,” 
notwithstanding the existence of war 
conditions. The case upon which the 
decision was based arose in connection 
with the claim of some officers who had 
exorcised a higher command than their 
grade, and who contended they were 
entitled to the pay of the higher grade. 

The Paymaster-General maintained 
that the troops were not operating 
against the enemy until they had 
acutally left the shores of the United 
States, and in this lie is upheld by the 
Secretary. The Secretary has doided 
also that for the purpose of restricting 
assignments to command under section 
7 of the volunteer army to competent 
authority,” such authority can be 
exercised only by the Secretary of War 
or by the commanding general of any 
army "operating against an enemy.” 

Nicaragua Canal Feasible. 

I Washington.—Professor Hauptof the 
Nicaragua Canal Commission was be¬ 
fore the Senate Committee on the Ni¬ 
caragua Canal the other day. He ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the canal as 
proposed was entirely feasible and 
placed the cost of construction at be¬ 
tween $90,000,000 and $96,000,000.

The enormous 
amount of work entailed u(sjii the 
President and the War Department, 
particularly the Adjutant-General and 
his force by these appointments can be 
imagined when it is known that for 
the 500 appointments there wore more 
than 31,000 applicants. 

! America Pay* the Behring Sea Award. 

Washington.—The claims of Cana¬ 
dian sealers arising out of the seizures 
made by the United States in Behring 
sea were finally settled by the payment 
to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Embassador, of approximately ♦437,- 
000, being the full amount of the 
claims as settled under an agreement 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. 


j Immediately After War Wat Declared 
Palctlco* Were blain. 

j Key West, Fla.—Lieutenant Colonel 
Augusti Arana, Major Salo and two 
privates of the Cuban army have arrived 
here from Pinar del Rio with dis¬ 
patches for the Cuban Junta. They 
report that the health of the Cubans in 
the field is excellent, but their food is 
scarce. The Spaniards, they say, are 
16,000 strong in that province, but 
Spain is withdrawing her soldiers to 
Havana. 

Colonle Arana, who is the chief of 
staff of General Pedro Diaz, says the 
Cuban forees in the province of Pinar 
del Rio number about 5000 men. 
The insurgents hold the north coast of 
the province from Bahia Honda to Ca(ie 
Antonio. They also hold the entire 
south coast, and their mounted for¬ 
tresses have never been wrested from 
them. Maoeo’s potato farms have been 
kept in cultivation and in the hills in 
the southern part of the province are 
herds of cattle guarded by men spe¬ 
cially assigned to this duty. He says 
that immediately after war between 
the United States and Spain was de¬ 
clared the Spanish guerrillas in Pinar 
del Rio province went through the 
country butchering the pacifloos, 
women, children and old men, whose 
bodies lie in the roads and fields un¬ 
buried to this day. 


News through to Teslin Lake. They 
have killed nineteen horses in tlie at¬ 
tempt and the half dead newspaper man 
is still struggling somewhere along the 
big stretch. 

"Horses and dogs are being killed 
by thousands. One Michigan outfit 
lost 119 dogs in a week by starvation. 
If some huge philanthropic enterprise 
is not carried into effect starvation 
may be the fate of the men on the 
Stickeen trail. As I made one of the 
so-called strikes much advertised and 
was present at the Dees lake find, I 
sjieak advisedly about the puffed-up 
placers of the Stickeen route. I found 
a bench of clay on the Talthan creek 
that prospected for four feet and got 
"rattling” colors from the surface that 
paid. After that depth there was no 
more gold. The Dees lake find enables 
some filty men to make wagon. The 
report that 500 men are taking out $800 
a day each is a falsehood. 

"The newspapers at Wrangel and 
Glenora boom the country by viciously 
exaggerated stories. The trail should 
be at once condemned and arrangements 
made to bring out the stalled Ameri¬ 
cans whose food is running out and 
whose money is all gone. 

Our Cattle May Now Knter. 

Denver.—A special to the Republi¬ 
can from Santa Fe, N. M., says: A 
I proclamation has been issued by the 
Governor which annuls that of the 
former Governor prohibiting California 
cattle from coming into the Territory. 

It is now provided that such cattle be 
allowed to enter or pass through on 
permit from the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry, stipulating that all 
stock must be perteotly healthy and 
free from Texas fever. Provision is 
also made that the cattle shall be sub¬ 
ject to all regulations of the Territorial 
Cattle Sanitary Board.

Still There Were Nearly 40,000 Wed¬ 
dings In London IsiM Year. 

A volume prepared by T>r. Shirley F. 1 
Murphy, medical officer of health for 
the administrative county of London, 
gives a timely reminder of the gigantic! 
nature of the task which has to lie dis¬ 
charged by the county council and the 
vestries in maintaining the health of 
the inhabitants of the metropolis. Thcj 
population of latndon is approaching 
4,500,000. and for purposes of sanitary 
supervision the area Is divided Into for¬ 
ty-three districts, each having its mo I- 
leal officer of health. Sanitation and 
medical science are grappling success 
fully with disease, and the illustrative 
diagrams by moans of which I»r. Mur¬ 
phy reduces numerous bewildering bat¬ 
talions of statistics to a striking com¬ 
prehensive impression of that contest 
tell on tlie whole a fairly satisfactory 
story. 

Marriages arc certainly found to be 
declining when we take a long survey, 
even if we are not able to say that the 
diminution is nil under the head of im¬ 
provident unions. The marriages dur¬ 
ing the forty-five years from 1851 to 
IHPti show a mean rate of 18.0 per LOOT. 
But front 1851 to 1870 the marriage rate 
each year was above that mean. There 
was indeed a brief period it covered 
the '00s—when marrying in l.oudon 
burst forth with exceptional fervor, but 
the abnormal effort seems to have had 
the consequence of all abnormal ef¬ 
forts in a remarkable reaction, and 
siucc then making a "nuptial of two 
hearts" lias gone steadily downward, 
though, we may add. to reassure tint 
timorous, that In actual figures the 
diminution on the quarter of a century 
Is from 10.5 to 1S.0 per 1,000. I.ast year 
80.0811 marriages were made in non- 
don. atul the number is probably ample. 

The birth rate too is on the down 
grade, the turn In tills department be¬ 
ginning about 1885. and continuing un¬ 
til now. laist year births were most 
numerous in the combined eastern dis¬ 
tricts and lowest In the western, and 
we notice, furthermore, that, although 
the fewest children were born in the 
western part of London, more infants 
died there than In any other group of 
districts. The fall In the London birth 
rate corresponds strangely with a fall 
over the whole of Kngland and Wales, 
—London Mail.

Theu they light their cigars and puff 
away as If their very lives depended 
upon finishing them iu a hurry. Thus 
treated the finest cigar will burn Irreg¬ 
ularly aud tlie smoker will, nine times 
out of ten, lay the blame on the cigar. 
The cigar ntay bo to blame, but in most 
cases the fault lies iu the way it has 
been handled. 

After a cigar lias been bought, the 
eud should bo cut smoothly off by a 
clipper or sharp knife. The reverse eml 
should then be placed In the month and 
the cigar blown through. This re¬ 
moves hII the little particles of dust 
which cannot be avoided In the manu¬ 
facture. and prevents them from being 
inhaled Into the throat, and from pro¬ 
ducing coughing. The cigar should 
then be lighted, and particular atten¬ 
tion should be paid to Its being thor¬ 
oughly Ignited all over the surface of 
the end. Then, Instead of putting away 
like a steam engine, tlie smoker will 
find that three or four puffs every min¬ 
ute make the l>est way to enjoy the 
cigar.

tiOOD ROADS. 

Tiie Sonoma hrancli of the Good 
Roads League will meet in thin city on 
Saturday next. June IS. It will be an 
open meeting, and all who feel an in¬ 
terest in the movement — and that 
meant* everybody -r- should encourage 
the members with their presence, at 
least, and any pertinent suggestions 
they may wish to make. They are 
doing good work of an educational 
character and in time we will reap 
results. Candidates for the legislature 
should by all means attend these meet¬ 
ings and learn something of the deter¬ 
mined feeling that exists among our 
most intelligent and practical citizens 
iti favor of maintaining and enforcing 
the “broad tin* law,” which will soon 
be in operation. There will be an 
effort made, so it is publicly stated, to 
repeal this law before it takes effect, 
and no one should be sent to Sacramen¬ 
to this winter who occupies a doubtful 
position on this subject. In this re¬ 
gion where we have dry weather for six 
months of the year, where the heavily 
loaded wagons with narrow tires dig up 
the roads and the wind blows them 
away, broad tires and water are indis¬ 
pensable. The people are getting some 
“road sense” and they are going to 
itpply it.—Petaluma Argus. 

The manufacturers of am/ dealers in 
wagons have made no more since the 
broad tire law was passed, towards sup¬ 
plying the market with a broad tire 
wagon, relying, doubtless, upon their 
ability to secure the repeal of the broad 
tire law at the next session of the Leg¬ 
islature., The Argus is right. Let the 
farmers anil friends of good roads see 
to it that the members of the next 
Legislature are men who will retain 
this law, the only road reform legisla¬ 
tion at present upon our statute books. 
We trust that the next Legislature 
will not only preserve this bit of road 
reiorm legislation, but that it will en¬ 
act a broad practical road reform law 
under which good roads will become a 
reality in Callifornia. 


The wheat crop of the United states 
for 1898 promises to be a record break¬ 
er, so far as the number of bushels is 
concerned. The prospects are also 
favorable for good prices. 

According to the crop circular of the 
Department of Agriculture for Juno, 
the area seeded this year exceeds that 
of last year by 3,500,000 acres. 

The average condition of spring 
wheat is almost, if not entirely, un¬ 
precedented, and is placed at 100.9 as 
compared with 89.0 on June 1, 1897, 
and a June average of 92.5 for the past 
ten years. 

The average condition of winter 
wheat'is 90.8. as compared witli 78.5 
at the corresponding date last year, 
and 81.0, tin* average for the last ten 
years. The crop prospects all around 
are above the average. With plenty 
and good prices the political prospects 
of our popocratic brethren Jlook rather 
gloomy. 

The N icaragua Canal is once more 
attracting the attent ion of Congress and 
the country. There is no good reason 
why Congress should not pass the canal 
bill before adjourning. The Govern¬ 
ment Commission lias made a thorough 
investigation and found the route feasi¬ 
ble, and that the cost of construction 
will not exceed $126,000,000. The 
war with Spain has made clear the 
necessity of the canal from a military 
point of view. The people are in favor 
of the construction and control of the 
canal by the Government of the United 
States without regard to party or pol¬ 
itics. Let the will of the people in 
this instance he executed. 

Grover Cleveland, ex-President, and 
Willinm Jenuings Bryan, would-be 
President of the United States, have at 
last found a bit of common ground upon 
which they can stand together. Oppo¬ 
sition to territorial expansion on part 
of the United States, has furnished a 
platform broad enough to hold both iff 
these big men. 

The so-called silver Republican party 
Is unanimously invariably first, last 
and all the time in favor of fusion. 
The reason is obvious.* By hiding its 
head under the Democratic or Populist 
wing, its own insignificance is con¬ 
cealed.

000. They will be dated August 1, \ 
1898, and, by their terms, w ill he re- : 
deemablo in coin at the pleasure of the ; 
United States after ten years from tin- 
date of their issue, and due and pay¬ 
able August 1, 1918. 

The bonds will bear interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent per annum, payable 
quarterly; the interest on the coupon 
bonds will be paid by means of cou¬ 
pons, to he detached from the bonds ns 
the interest becomes due, and the in¬ 
terest on the registered bonds will he 
paid by checks drawn to the order of 
the payees, and mailed to their ad¬ 
dresses. 

The law authorizing this issne of 
i bonds provides that in allotting said 
lionds the several subscriptions of indi¬ 
viduals shall be first accepted, and the 
subscriptions of the lowest amounts 
shall lx* first allotted. In accordance 
with that provision allotments to all 
dinividttal subscribers will Ixj made be¬ 
fore any bonds will be allotted to other 
than individuals. All individual sub¬ 
scriptions for $500 or less will be al- j 
lotted in full as they are received, and i 
such subscriptions must he paid in I 
full at the time the susbeription is 
made.

UNITED STATES BONUS. 

United States bonds are recogn ized 
as the most secure and stable form of 
obligation that investors can hoid. j 
They are attractive, not otdy because of 
the absolute security offered, but lie- 
cause there is at all times a public 
market for them on which holders can 
quickly sell; and they also offer the 
most desirable form of collateral if the 
holder wishes to secure a temporary 
loan. The fact that United States bonds 
are not subject to taxes of any charac¬ 
ter—Federal, State, or municipal—is a 
valuable feature of that form of invest¬ 
ment. United States lionds are issued 
in hotli coupon and registered form. 

COUPON BONUS. 

A eou|Kin bond is payable to the 
hearer. It may be bought and sold 
without formality as freely as any kind 
of property and without indorsements 
of any kind. Owing to the freedom 
of transfer, coupon bonds are usually 
preferred by persons who exjiect to 
hold them but a short time. Their 
disadvantage for the person who wishes 
to make a ]x*rmanent investment lies 
in the danger that they might be lost 
or stolen, in which case the loss to the \ 
owner would be as complete as would 
be the loss of a bank note. The cou¬ 
pon bonds take their name from the 
method by which interest is collected : 
by the holder. 

Printed on the same sheet with the 
txind is a series of coupons or small 
certificates of interest due,which are so 
designed that one is cut off at each in¬ 
terest period. Each coupon bears the 
number of the Ixind and shows the date 
of the coupon’s maturity. The holder 
of a coupon bond, at each interest' 
period, detaches the coupon due that i 
day and collects it. The coupons are 
payable at any Sub-Treasury, and may 
lx; collected through any hank, and 
will usually he accepted by any mer¬ 
chant having a hank account, with 
whom the holder of the bond lias deal¬ 
ings. The holder of a coupon bond 
nmy at any time have it converted into 
a registered bond free of charge. 

KKGIBTKKKU BONOS. 

A registered ootid is payable to the 
order of the owner, and can only be 
transferred by being properly indorsod 
and assigned by the owner. Such as¬ 
signment is made liy the owner filling 
in the blank form on the back of the 
bond, and must he witnessed by some 
officer authorized by the regulations of 1 
the Treasury Department to witness as¬ 
signments. The owner of the regis- 1 
tered bond who wishes to part with it 
writes liis name on the back of the 
bond in the presence of the officer; 
then the witnessing officer writes his 
name in its proper place and affixes an 
impression of bis official seal. 

The officers who are authorized to 
witnessj assignments are a United 
States judge, United States district at¬ 
torney, clerk of a United States court, 
collector of customs, collector or asses¬ 
sor of internal revenue, United States 
Treasurer or Assistant Treasurer, or 
the president or cashier of a national 
hank, or if in a foreign country, a 
United States minister or consul. In 
cases where there is no officer within a 
reasonable distance, or when, through 
sickness or for some other good reason, 
the owner of registered bonds cannot 
go before one of these officers, the 
Treasury Department will designate 
some person near the owner to act as 
witness. 

When the owner of a registered bond 
disposes of it and liaa properly assigned 
it, he delivers it to the new owner, 
Who should at once forward it to the 
Register ot the Treasury for transfer 
on the books of the Department. The 
Register cancels the bond so forwarded 
and issue a new bond in the name of 
the new owner, and sends it to hint by 
registered mail. The Department 
makes no charge for transferring bonds. 
If the owner of a registered bond loses 
it, or if it is stolen from him, he 
should at once notify the Secretary of 
the Treasury.. A stoppage will he en¬ 
tered against the bond, and, if it 
should he presented for transfer, the 
Department will hold possession of the 
bond until the ownership is clearly es¬ 
tablished. If a lost or stolen bond is 
not recovered within six months, the I 
Department will issue a duplicate bond i 
upon proof of loss and a bond of indent- 1 
nity being furnished. 

The interest on registered bonds is 
paid by the Government by means of * 
checks. In order that no mistake may 
be made in the payment of interest, 
the books of the Department are 
“olosed” for a period, varying accord¬ 
ing to the importance of the loan. 
The books of the four per cent loan of 
1907 are (losed for the whole month 
preceding the payment of a quarter’s 
interest. On other loans the books are 
closed for fifteen days preceding the 
interest payment. During this period 
no transfers are made, and the time is 
devoted to preparing “schedules” 
which contain the names of the owners, 
the amount of bonds each one holds, 
and the amount of interest due eaoli 
one. When these schedules have been 
prepared and proved, they are sent to 
the Treasurer of the United States, 
who immediately has checks and en¬ 
velopes addressed,and in due time each 
check is mailed to the address of its 
owner. The checks for the more dis¬ 
tant points are first mailed. Interest 
checks are obligations of the United 
States, and, of course, are good every¬ 
where. 

Coupon bonds are issued in denomin¬ 
ations of $20, $100 $ 500, and $1,000. 
Kegistered bonds are issued in denomi¬ 


nations of $20, $100, $500, $1,000, $«,- 

000, $10,000. 

HOW TO SUBSCRIBE EUR THE NEW I

inay be obtained at every money-order

; subscriber may himself mail to the 
Treasury Department at Washington 
the blank form filled out, together 
with his remittance covering the par

which he wishes to subscribe. That 
! remittance may be in whatever form 
i best suits the subscriber’s convenience 
—in currency, bank draft, check, post- 
office money order, or express money 
order. The day the currency is re-

; entered and will immediately begin 
drawing interest.

Iron, and sometimes of wood. These 
wheels are called “laps,” and the work¬ 
man who cuts and polishes stones Is a 
lapidary, from the Latin word laplda- 
rns. Lapidaries acquire great faculty 
in shaping and polishing stones, and 
from a given pattern are able to pro¬ 
duce any object required with great 
dexterity. Diamond, emery, agate or 
corundum powder is spread on the laps; 
gradually tiie jwtwder Itecomes imbed- 
ded in the laps and the stone yields te 
them. 

The stone is held either with the An¬ 
gers or l>y wax in the hollow- at the 
end of a stick, and is pressed against 
the revolving laps. For the Inst polish 
the laps are covered with doth, leather 
or hard brushes. The facets, or fiat 
surfaces that give brilliancy ’o trans¬ 
parent stones, are cut by means of a 
horizontal grinding wheel, by the side 
of which is placed an upright, dub like 
piece of wood. 

Into this heavy piece of wood, in dif¬ 
ferent places, a rod Is stuck, at one 
end of which the stoue is fixed with 
cement. As the wheel revolves the 
stone Is pressed against it and a facet 
is cut: to make a new facet the rod 
holding flu' stone is simply stuck in an¬ 
other hole in the club-like piece of 
wood and is thus given a now inclina¬ 
tion or angle.— Philadelphia rimes. 


Future Great Naval Commander Laid I 
Low by His Teacher. 

The following incident in the early I 
New England school life of Commodore 1 
Dewey Is taken from the New York 
Sun: 

Early in the '30s, when Dewey was 
a boy, Maj. Z. K. Pangborn. now a resi¬ 
dent of New Jersey, and for thirty 
years the editor of the evening Jonrnal 
of Jersey City, being then fresh from 
college, undertook the management of 
a district school at Montpelier, Vt. 
The school had been In rebellion for a 
long time, and the boy Dewey was the 
leader of the anti-teacher brigade. Sev¬ 
eral previous teachers had been “re¬ 
moved,” one had been stood uihju his 
head in a snowbank, and it was gener¬ 
ally said at Montpelier that nobody 
could govern that school. 

When Mr. Pangboru appeared at 
school the first day of the session he 
noticed Dewey up a tree throwing 
stones at small boys. He told him quiet¬ 
ly that he must stop that. The reply 
was that the teacher could “go to” the 
place reserved for a certain class of 
departed mortals, and Dewey did not 
come down. School went smoothly that 
day, but there were Indications that 
showed the teacher that trouble was 
coming. So he provided himself with 
a nice rawhide whip, which he tucked 
away over the door, and then placed 
several sticks of good hickory on the 
top of the pile In the old woodbox. 

Next day the fun begnn. Another 
boy who was disorderly was told to 
take ills seat. He did so, and seven of 
the big hoys Joined him on his bench. 
Then Dewey stepjied up and coolly in¬ 
formed t lie teacher that they were “go¬ 
ing to give him the best licking he had 
ever had.” 

“Go to your seat!” commanded I he 
teacher, who was not so big a “muu” 
physically ns either of the two hoys 
mentioned. 

Dewey struck out, and the next in¬ 
stant the rawhide was playing eatch- 
and-go all over him. The other “big¬ 
gest boy” entered the fight, and was 
promptly laid low with a blow from 
one of the hickory sticks. Dewey was 
by this time lying upon the floor howl¬ 
ing for “quits,” and the other boy lay- 
near him unconscious. The rebellion 
was over, and Mr. Pangborn had no 
further trouble with that school. 

He took Dewey home to his father, 
and reported that he had brought him 
his sou somewhat the worse for wear, 

■ but ready for school work.” 
i “Thank you," replied Mr. Dewey. “1 
guess George will not give you any 
! more trouble. lie will 1 m* at school to¬ 
morrow.” 

The father of the other boy tried to 
get a warrant for the nrest of the 
schoolmaster, but there was not a niag- 
. istrate in the county who -would issue 
I one. They said that if anybody had 
been found who could govern that 
school lie was the man for the place. 

Young Dewey remained at school. He 
soon became a good scholar, and, uu 
der his friend’s tuition, fitted for the 
: Annapolis Academy, Years after these 
events he was wont to visit Maj. Pang¬ 
born at his home In Boston, where the 
former teacher was editor of the old 
Atlas and Bee. On one of these visits 
he said to him: “I shall never cease to 
be grateful to you. You made a man 
of me. Bui for that thrashing you gave 
me 1 should probably now be in the 
State prison.” Dewey was at tills time 
a young lieutenant in the navy, and a 
chum of Maj. Pangborn’s brother, who 
was also a young naval officer. The 
two silent much time at Maj. Pang- 
born's home, nnd he always speaks of 
I Dewey as “one of Ills lioys,” and Is nat¬ 
urally proud of him. 


F ILLING little space In the histories of England and Spain because of the 
magnitude of the interest* Involved elsewhere, almost forgotten by America 
in spite of the liearing of all It* contemporary incidents upon the present war 
in Gntm, the taking of Havana by the British and .Colonial troops in 1702 remains 
an almost unexploited episode in the annals of nations.

individual courage of the first rank, demoralization sets in ns soon ns they come 
together in numbers, their chief mancuTer in the course of a century and a half 
being plain running away. Yet the tight made by the Spaniards In Havana dur¬ 
ing the attack of tiie British and colonial forces in 1702 is the one notable In¬ 
stance of a prolonged struggle between men who sj>eak English and men who speak 
Spanish. History may be searched in vain, either in the old or new world, for a 
defense as able in point of generalship or as stuliiioni in resistance.

Between Bornholm and 
the main land there is also a bank of 
rock under water which l« very danger¬ 
ous to navigation, aud because of its 
being constantly submerged vessels 
have been frequently wrecked at that 
point. The peculiar fact in this case 
is that the magnetic influence of this 
ore bank Is so powerful that a magnetic 
needle suspended freely In a boat over 
the bank will point down, and. If not 
disturbed, will remain In a perfectly 
perpendA-ular line.

Polishing Precious Stones. 

The first thing necessary In polishing 
a precious stone is to slit it; this is 
done by means of a thin sheet-iron disk. 
plaeed in a horizontal position and 
made to revolve by very simple ma¬ 
chinery. Diamond dust Is applied to 
the edge of the disk, aud sperm oil is 
dropped upon It from a can. 

If properly managed a very small 
quantity of diamond dust will last all 
day, and not much of it will be lost. In 
order to prevent appreciable loss, a ta¬ 
ble with a raised edge all around It Is 
provided. The diamond dust used in 
polishing stones is made from bort, or 
cheap, coarse diamonds.
